The  making  of  Japanese  woodblock  prints  in  the  nineteenth  century  was  a  commercial  enterprise,  the 
product  of  four  specialists:  publisher,  artist,  block  carver,  and  printer.  The  carefully  managed  process 
resulted  in  superb  prints  such  as  those  found  in  the  exhibition,  Hokusai  and  Hiroshige:  Great 
Japanese  Prints  from  the  James  A.  Michener  Collection,  Honolulu  Academy  of  Arts.  A  unique 
process  of  papermaking  developed  in  Japan  about  1300  years  ago  which  provided  the  base  for  the 
prints.  Local  artists  Terry  McClain  and  Tomoko  Murakami  will  demonstrate  two  arts  ~  making 
paper  and  then  printing  upon  it.  Visitors  are  encouraged  to  learn  about  the  process,  then  partake  by 
creating  a  sheet  of  paper,  carving  a  block,  and  trying  their  hand  at  printing.

Guqin  and  Xiao  Concert

Visiting  artist  Li  Xiangting,  acknowledged  as  the  world's  leading  expert  and  authority  on  the  guqin 
(Chinese  seven-string  zither),  performs  in  concert.  Professor  Li  will  begin  with  a  traditional 
repertoire  for  the  guqin  and  xiao  (bamboo  flute),  then  invite  audience  members  to  offer  themes  or 
poems  as  material  for  improvisation  in  the  Chinese  tradition.

Since  the  Ming  dynasty,  scholars  have  valued  teapots  created  from  the  clay  found  near 
Yixing;  they  have  been  particularly  attracted  to  the  simplicity  of  the  unglazed  ware  and  the 
variety  of  shapes  made  possible  by  hand-working  techniques.  Clay  found  in  this  area  is 
known  for  being  malleable  to  the  point  of  plasticity,  allowing  artists  greater  creative 
freedom.  Tea  drinkers  believe  that  the  Yixing  teapots  are  the  best  vessels  for  brewing  tea 
because  they  best  retain  the  aroma  and  flavor  of  the  tea  leaves. 

Lu  Wenxia  and  Lu  Jianxing  are  two  of  the  most  innovative  of  the  "new  generation"  of 
Yixing  Potters.  The  potters  will  demonstrate  the  making  of  a  traditional  Yixing  teapot  from 
beginning  to  the  end,  as  well  as  giving  some  insights  into  the  innovative  processes  of  their 
own  individual  work.  Lu  Wenxia  is  known  for  her  "trompe  l'oeil"  work  in  teapots,  small 
objects,  and  literati  pieces,  particularly  those  using  bamboo  as  subject.  Her  work  appears  in 
several  museums'  collections,  including  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art.  Lu  Jianxing  uses  sculptural  techniques  to  combine  innovative  Western 
concepts  with  the  traditions  of  Yixing  ceramics.

Dadi  and  Her  Family

and  come  as  strangers  to  the  households  of  their  husbands'  mothers.  This  film  explores  the 
family  and  its  problems,  particularly  through  the  women  of  Dadi's  family.  The  women  speak 
about  inherent  tensions  created  by  the  authority  of  Dadi,  the  loneliness  of  veiled  daughters- 
in-law  who  always  remain  outsiders,  and  husbands'  expectations  that  wives  will  labor  in  the 
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fields,  fetch  water  and  cow  dung,  and  still  have  food  and  water  waiting  at  home.  (1979,  59 
minutes,  color.

The  Arts  of  the  Sikh  Kingdoms 


September  22,  1999-January  9,  2000 

The  Arts  of  the  Sikh  Kingdoms  is  the  first  comprehensive  international  exhibition  to  explore  the 
artistic  traditions  of  Punjab  under  Sikh  rule.  Organized  on  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  Sikh 
order  known  as  the  khalsa,  it  features  more  than  140  objects  of  the  highest  quality.  This  dazzling 
array  of  paintings,  textiles,,  ceramics,  metalwork,  books,  decorative  arts,  and  photography  is 
drawn  from  public  and  private  collections  in  India,  Pakistan,  North  America,  and  Europe.  The 
Arts  of  the  Sikh  Kingdoms  provides  an  overview  of  Sikh  history,  beginning  with  the  origins  of 
the  Sikh  religion.  It  focuses  on  the  reign  (1799-1839)  of  Ranjit  Singh,  the  celebrated  "Lion  of 
the  Punjab,"  who  unified  the  region  and  is  still  revered  by  Sikhs  as  a  great  hero.  The  luxuries  of 
Ranjit  Singh's  court  are  legendary.  A  centerpiece  of  opulence  was  his  Golden  Throne,  featured 
in  the  exhibition.  Awed  by  the  splendor  of  Ranjit' s  court,  one  European  observer  is  known  to 
have  remarked,  "It  reduces  European  magnificence  to  a  very  low  pitch."  The  Arts  of  the  Sikh 
Kingdoms  has  been  organized  by  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  London.  Presentation  of  the 
exhibition  in  San  Francisco  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  in  association  with 
the  Sikh  Foundation.

The  Arts  of  the  Sikh  Kingdoms 

September  22,  1999-January  9,  2000 


The  Arts  of  the  Sikh  Kingdoms  is  the  first  comprehensive  international  exhibition  to  explore  the 
artistic  traditions  of  Punjab  under  Sikh  rule.  Organized  on  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  Sikh 
order  known  as  the  khalsa.  it  features  more  than  140  objects  of  the  highest  quality.  This  dazzling 
array  of  paintings,  textiles,  ceramics,  metalwork,  books,  decorative  arts,  and  photography  is 
drawn  from  public  and  private  collections  in  India,  Pakistan,  North  America,  and  Europe.  The 
Arts  of  the  Sikh  Kingdoms  provides  an  overview  of  Sikh  history,  beginning  with  the  origins  of 
the  Sikh  religion.  It  focuses  on  the  reign  (1799-1839)  of  Ranjit  Singh,  the  celebrated  "Lion  of 
the  Punjab,"  who  unified  the  region  and  is  still  revered  by  Sikhs  as  a  great  hero.  The  luxuries  of 
Ranjit  Singh's  court  are  legendary.  A  centerpiece  of  opulence  was  his  Golden  Throne,  featured 
in  the  exhibition.  Awed  by  the  splendor  of  Ranjit's  court,  one  European  observer  is  known  to 
have  remarked,  "It  reduces  European  magnificence  to  a  very  low  pitch."  The  Arts  of  the  Sikh 
Kingdoms  has  been  organized  by  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  London.  Presentation  of  the 
exhibition  in  San  Francisco  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  in  association  with 
the  Sikh  Foundation. 


Jade  has  been  in  continuous  use  in  China  for  nearly  seven  thousand  years.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
treasured  and  admired  materials  in  Chinese  culture,  appears  in  every  major  Chinese  philosophy, 
and  is  used  to  describe  the  qualities  of  the  ideal  person.  This  exhibition  will  explore  the 
technical  aspects  of  jade  production  and  the  Chinese  love  for  the  material  from  the  Neolithic 
period  to  the  twentieth  century.  Approximately  200  jades  will  be  on  exhibit  selected  from  the 
more  than  1500  pieces  in  the  Avery  Brundage  collection. 


Tenzin  Tethong  Collection  of  Miniature  Tibetan  Thangkas 

through  April  2 

Eighty-five  miniature  Tibetan  thangkas  (sacred  scroll  paintings)  from  the  collection  of  Bay  Area 
collector  Tenzin  Tethong  will  be  on  display  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum  through  April  2  Each  of 
the  thangkas  —  one  featuring  the  celestial  Buddha  Vajradhara,  the  others  depicting  the  eighty- 
four  Mahasiddhas  —  are  painted  in  the  Menri  style  of  the  late  fifteenth  century  with  ink  and 
mineral  colors  on  sized  cotton.  They  measure  approximately  5  lA"  wide  by  7  V"  high,  with  gold 
highlighting  the  details.  These  miniature  paintings  were  commissioned  by  the  then  Governor 
General  of  Kham  (eastern  Tibet),  Mr.  Gyurme  Tethong  (grandfather  of  the  present  owner)  in  the 
early  1920s,  while  stationed  in  Derge,  a  city  renowned  for  its  artists  and  artisans.
